The current organization of the Intelligence Community is 
reflected in the President's directive of 5 November 1971. It 
called for the following: 

That the Director of Central Intelligence (DCI) 
provide leadership to all foreign intelligence 
activities of the United States Government. 

That there be established a National Security 
Council Intelligence Committee (NSCIC). 'i" The 
purpose of the NSCIC is to give direction and 
guidance on national substantive intelligence 
needs and to provide for the continuing evalua- 
tion of intelligence products from theview- 
point of the intelligence consumer. 

That the Intelligence Resources Advisory Committee 
IRAC be formed, This Committee is advisory 
to the DCI in his management role. It helps him 
develop the annual National Foreign Intelligence 
Program Budget Recommendations which are sent 
by the DCI to the Pre sident- -Recommendations 
which may concern any of the foreign intelligence 
expenditures of the United States Government. 


'^'Members are: The Assistant to the President for National 
Security Affairs (Chairman), the Under Secretary of State, the 
Deputy Secretary of Defense, the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and the DCI. 

'’-^’Members are: the DCI (Chairman), and one senior repre- 
sentative each from the Department of Defense, the Department 
of State, the Office of Management and Budget, and CIA. 
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That the United States Intelligence Board (USIB)'J- 
be reconstituted to include a representative of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and that it continue 
to advise and assist the DCI in his substantive 
leadership role with respect to the Intelligence 
Community. 

Not addressed by that directive but continuing to operate is 
the so-called Forty Committee, This body provides policy 
guidance on activities related to intelligence affecting the 
national security, as directed by the National Security Council.
